HE MAN who can make a success 
of farming must be possessed of 
both skill and brains for there he will 
have ample opportunity to use them. 
If, however, he combines with scien- 
tific farming the development of a 
herd of Holsteins, here is a real man’s 
job—one that only a man of ability 
is big enough to hold down. A recent 
visit at Adams, N. Y. impressed the 
writer with the idea that Mr. F. C. 
Overton and his son, Kent, are doing 
things as they ought to be done— 
they are carrying on their farming 
operations in a manner befitting their 
scientific education along this line, 
and are developing a herd of Holsteins 
that is bound to rank with the best. 
The Overton farm consists of about 
two hundred thirty acres, partly in 
timber, so that a round two hundred 
acres is under the plow. This is 
worked in the following  rotation— 
oats, hay, pasture, corn—one year for 
each. A system of soiling is followed, 
the grass from a part of the pasture 
being mowed and fed green. Over 
thirty loads have already been cut 
this year, and the pasture is still of a 
quality that many of us would envy 
for our meadows. A new barn is in

process of construction, and next year 
or this fall a two hundred foot stable 
will take the place of the one now in 
use. Altogether this will give stabling 
room for one hundred head, which is 
the number to be kept. 

The senior member of the firm took 
charge of the farm just thirty years 
ago. At that time he was in partner- 
ship with his father, purchasing a 
half interest in the farm and equip- 
ment. The barn was full of grade 
Durhams. As a dairy proposition, 
these were of course, a failure, and 
it was therefore decided to replace 
them with Holsteins. The foundation 
for the present herd was laid in 1888 
by the purchase from Henry Stevens 
& Sons of a bull, a grandson of Neth- 
erland Prince; a cow, and two heifers. 
The cow was Mary’s Charm, imported. 
She has a private record of over 18,- 
000 lb. milk in a year, averaging over 
66 lb. per day for six months. Many 
of the present herd are descended 
from this grand old cow. 

When another sire was needed, a 
visit was again made to Henry Stev- 
ens & Sons and this time De Kol 2d’s 
Pauline 3d’s Paul was secured. He 
was by the noted prize winner, Cal-

amity Jane’s Paul, and from De Kol 
2d’s Pauline 3d, a 16-lb. 2-yr-old daugh- 
ter of Manor De Kol and De Kol 
2d’s Pauline, a 24-lb. 4-yr-old daughter 
of De Kol 2d (26.58 lb.) He thus close- 
ly combines the blood of the three 
great foundation cows, De Kol 2d, 
Netherland Hengerveld, and Calamity 
Jane. This was a remarkably prepo- 
tent sire, and his influence upon the 
character of the herd has been most 
marked. He now has 23 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, including a 25-lb. cow, two with 
24-lb. records and two others above 20 
Ib. That they are individually good 
is shown by the accompanying photo- 
graph of one of them which is now 
in the herd. 

The next sire was Pontiac Korn- 
dyke Hengerveld, a son of Pontiac 
Korndyke, from the wonderful cow, 
Pontiac Pleione, one of the very great- 
est daughters of Hengerveld De Kol. 
Several of his daughters are still 
in the herd, but they do not possess 
quite the merit of the daughters of his 
predecessor. 

Following Pontiac Korndyke Hen- 
gerveld came the present sire, Sir 
Segis Korndyke Walker. It is diffi- 
cult to determine just what to say 
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first concerning this young sire, for 
so many things crowd themselves upon 
us claiming our attention, his breed- 
ing and his individuality, the individ- 
ual quality of his daughters and their 
records. Taking up each phase in 
the order given, we find that in re- 
spect to breeding, Sir Segis Korndyke 
Walker is highly favored. His sire, 
Walker Korndyke Segis, is one 
of the best sons of the great 
King Segis. He was out of 
Lillian Walker 3d, a 28.74-lb. daugh- 
ter of Sir Korndyke Manor De Kol 
and the 24-lb. foundation cow, Lillian 
Walker. The dam of Sir Segis Korn- 
dyke Walker is Aaggie Hengerveld 
De Kol Pietertje, who was by the 
peerless Hengerveld De Kol and from 
the noted 24-lb. 4-yr-old, Aaggie Grace 
2d’s Pietertje 2d, a daughter of De Kol 
2d’s Butter Boy 3d and the 23-lb. show 
cow, Aaggie Grace 2d’s Pietertje dis-

ACK in 1904 I think it was, I wrote 
an article that was published in 
the Holstein-Friesian World to the ef- 
fect that seemingly the remarkable 
productive qualities of our breed out- 
shadowed everything else, so that pro- 
ductivity would be our fad for the 
good of the breed rather than we 
should run to any special thing; in 
that article I spoke of the Guernsey 
people desiring special markings and 
the Jersey man running to the fad of 
imported stock at a sacrifice to the 
best welfare of the breed. Little did 
I think that we ourselves would have 
a color fad; we have had it, but we 
are safely over it and seemingly no 
detriment has occurred to the breed 
for this short craze for light colored 
Holstein-Friesians. There is a fad 
now to obtain seemingly something 
that is impossible. Breeders are sac- 
rificing individuality to get animals 
whose ancestry have a high butter 
average regardless of how the test 
was made or by whom it was made. 
This is not for the best welfare of the 
breed. 

It is not for the best welfare of the 
breed to think in terms of butter fat. 
Better that we had never had it. Ours 
is a great and the greatest milk breed 
and while the test of Spring Farm 
Pontiac Lass is a world’s record, she 
having made 35.343 lbs. of fat from 
585.9 lbs. of milk, I look with more 
reverence to that noble animal of the 
breed, De Kol Burke’s daughter, Riv- 
erside Sadie De Kol Burke, who pro- 
duced 25.834 lb. fat from 902.1 1b. milk 
in seven days, 104.111 lb. fat, 3707 Ib. 
milk in 30 days, and 868 Ib. fat from 
28,8’6.4 lb. milk in 365 days;or to Paula 
of Chagrin Falls 3d, who has yielded 
6300 of milk in 60 days and given over 
an average of 4 lbs. butter per day for 
the time. She is going now at such 
a rate that her owner feels that she 
will yield over 30,000 of milk in a 
year. The greatest good has come to 
the breed through cropping out of re- 
markable animals such as Hengerveld 
De Kol. His mother did not have a 
large record, but his offspring were 
remarkably productive animals, of a 
conformation and large capacity that 
were for the best interests of the 
breed. The King of the Pontiacs gets 
his size and dairy contour, I like to 
believe, from his mother, Pontiac 
Lunde Hengerveld, a daughter of 
Hengerveld De Kol, and his forceful- 
ness of dairy qualities through old 
Pontiac Korndyke.

Had he 
been a son of King of the Pontiacs 
out of an untested dam he would 
have started at probably $500.

as much of the ancestry as you can be- 
fore you purchase. Do not be a fad- 
dist to a particular line of breeding, 
and do not purchase with the view 
of a high butter average for I confi- 
dently believe that the breeders that 
are doing this are sacrificing the best 
welfare of the breed. Then look to 
the quantity of milk given. I know of 
a breeder that can advertise to the 
Holstein-Friesian World that he has 
a sire whose two immediate dam’s 
official records average higher than 
any other sire of the breed. He has 
mated two animals that are not large, 
strong and robust and obtained a 
nicely contoured young animal that in 
its calf age does not show strong ro- 
bust qualities. The result of this 
mating is to be seen. I predict though 
that they will not be as my ideal Hol- 
stein should be, large, robust, open 
contoured individuals, females in their 
mature form weighing 1500-1800 Ibs. - 
Such animals easily consume a large 
amount of rough forage and manu- 
facture it into milk economically and

haps offspring out of a son of the King 
of the Pontiacs and an untested dam 
would do as well, but the fact is there 
just the same, a remarkable bull went 
begging at a sacrifice price.

I don’t 
want you to feel that I do not appre- 
ciate the productive qualities of King 
of the Pontiacs for I do, and one has 
only to see his daughters and sons to 
know this.

Expensive stables, pure-bred dairy 
cows and high salaried farm managers 
cannot make good milk with cheap 
careless, ignorant and fifthy milkers; 
for, after all our efforts, we are en- 
tirely dependent upon the skill and 
ability of the men who do the milk- 
ing. Several years ago an eastern 
dairyman invested more than $40,000 

















nent, and figuring pay by the hour 
for himself and family. 

The successful dairyman is satis- 
fied to work long hours in the field 
and barns and give clean, honest 
goods every day in the year, if he can 
receive enough to pay his help prop- 
er wages, pay for grain and equip- 
ment, and receive $2 per day for his 
labor—and what other kind of busi- 
ness or profession calls for less? This 
the dairyman should get, and must

get, to be fair to himself and those 
dependent upon him. It is a business 
that depends upon the personal at- 
tention of the owner every day and 
week in the year. It is not a business 
calculated to pay big dividends to rich 
investors, nor for a careless and ig- 
norant man who gives his cows little 
care and study; nor for a man who 
keeps cows that produce less than 
6,000 pounds of milk in a year; nor for 
the man who will not keep records, 
or study the cost of feed and: compute 
the profit on individual cows; nor for 
him who employes cheap, careless 
hands, and produces milk loaded with 
bacterial filth, or which is put in un- 
clean pails and cans. It is for the 
business dairyman who operates. his 
farm and dairy as a business, studies 
every detail and investigates the 
sources of profit and loss as carefully 
as the manufacturer who employs 
skilled help and pays them what they 
are worth. 

The dairyman, to be successful, 
must have the wellbred, well-devel- 
oped dairy cow. The more food she 
is capable of handling and econom- 
ically converting into flesh and dairy 
products, the greater her value. Good 
cows are scarce and hard to find. 
While the average production of the 
whole country is less than 3,500 
pounds of milk per cow per annum, 
and that of the best dairies around 
8,000 pounds, there are a few individ- 
ual cows in some herds that have pro- 
duced over 20,000 pounds, and there 
are cows that have given over 25,000 
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pounds in a year. Why is the average 
production of our herds so far below 
those figures? What excuse is there 
for such a waste of time and feed to 
breed and raise scrub cows which are 
a source of loss as long as they are 
kept on the farm? Simply that dairy- 
men have neglected to take advantage 
of the laws of heredity and breeding. 
No matter how good stables and food- 
stuffs we have, we cannot achieve suc- 
cess without devoting more attention 
to the breeding end of the business. 
It is not necessary or advisable for 
the business dairyman to buy or breed 
registered cows, but by all means 
breed to a registered bull of some 
leading dairy breed, and stick to that 
breed. 

In selecting a bull to breed from, 
see to it that his dam and grandams 
are of the type and quality which you 
wish your future herd to resemble. 
The bull is a representative of his 
dams and grandams, and if these 
ancestors have the characteristics you 
want in your herd, and he is a choice 
individual, you may feel sure that he 
will bring about the desired results 
of improvement. Raise your best 
heifer calves, and if they are from 
cows of mixed blood they are quite 
sure to take on the good qualities of 
the sire’s family; and often the first

In the conclusion of his 
Abnormal annual report at the Chi- 
Tests cago convention Supt. 
Gardner said: 

“During the past year or two I have 
given a great deal of thought to one 
matter in relation to the prizelists, 
and that matter is the awarding of 
prize money on the fat production 
alone and without taking any account 
of the milk produced. By awarding 
a prize for any record the Association 
shows its approval of that record, 
and the owner of the cow and the 
public so construe it. For this rea- 
son I have grave doubts of the wis- 
dom of awarding any prize-money to 
any record showing an average per 
cent of fat running above five per cent. 
As the cows do produce the fat, they 
win their places in the Advanced Reg- 
ister and in the prize lists; but if a 
record as a whole does not promise 
advantage to the breed and does not 
meet with the hearty approval of our 
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breeders, it is doubtful whether it 
should be awarded prize-money.” 

We believe this recommendation 
should not be passed by, but should 
be acted upon at the next meeting. 

Under our present A. R. O. system 
the amount of butter fat is the only 
standard of merit which is considered 
of sufficient importance to receive the 
stimulus afforded by the awarding of 
prizes. As this has seemed to be the 
main goal, many breeders have worked 
with that end alone in view. They 
have been able to surpass the world’s 
best records, time and again until the 
highest butter production in each 
class seems almost out of reach; but 
there has been a growing tendency to- 
ward abnormality. In many instances 
great butter production is recorded, 
but with an amount of milk very or- 
dinary and a percentage of butter fat 
reaching five or six per cent, and in 
a few instances even as high as seven 
per cent. To get down to exact figures 
let us consider a few of these rec- 
ords. We find that among the twenty- 
five leading seven day producers, in 
each of the seven classes there are 
forty over 5 per cent butter fat, in- 
cluding the world’s champion aged 
cow, and the second highest butter 
producers in the senior and junior4 
and senior 3 year classes. This means 
that nearly 22.9 per cent of these lead- 
ers averaged over 5 per cent fat. In 
the thirty-day division, seven were in 
the 5 per cent class, including the 
cows holding first, third and sixth 
places in the aged cow class. Thus 
while 22.9 per cent of the leaders in 
the seven day division averaged over 
5 per cent fat, only 4.8 per cent of 
them kept above 5 per cent for thirty 
days. Only one of the 25 leaders in 
the 8 months after calving classes 
averaged over five per cent, while none 
of the leaders in the semi-official divi- 
sion could maintain a 5 per cent aver- 
age for the year. 

Among the animals in the prize list 
for the past year, thirty-eight tested 
above five per cent for seven days, 
and three for thirty days. Last year 
thirty-nine of the seven-day prize win- 
ners and four thirty-day prize winners 
average over five per cent fat. Twelve 
of these were tested by one breeder. 

These figures will serve to give 
some idea of the number of abnor- 
mal tests that are being made, the 
records “that as a whole do not prom- 
ise advantage to the breed.” 

The general dairyman wants milk 
producers and he is the man upon 
whose preference for the Holstein 
cow depends to a large extent the fu- 
ture demand. That is the reputation 
which our favorites have made and 
that is the basis upon which they 
should stand. If the dairymen are 





searching for five and six per cetit 
testers, they will turn te the Channel 
Island breeds and not to the high test. 
ers of our own breed, which they ree. 
ognize as at best a rather uncertain 
proposition; for they can not main- 
tain their high test throughout the 
year and can not even be depended 
upon to do it a part of the time every 
year. 

To discontinue awarding prizes to 
the cows that average over 5 per cent 
fat would serve to discourage the mak. 
ing of such tests. But why not go a 
step farther and encourage the making 
of good normal butter and milk ree. 
ords by awarding prizes for milk pro- 
duction?

One of the worst 
The Methylene Blue scourges to which 
Treatment for breeders of live 
Infectious Abortion stock are sub. 

jected is conta- 
gious or infectious abortion. Many 
remedies have been tried, but the 
trouble still crops out with all too 
frequent recurrence. The Vermont 
Experiment Station, however, seems 
to have solved the problem. Some 
of the World readers are doubtless 
familiar with the exact application of 
the Vermont plan, but there are un- 
doubtedly a good many more who do 
not know exactly the method of pro- 
cedure. We are accordingly glad to 
publish the following letter from Dr. 
F. A. Rich, Veterinarian of the Ver- 
mont Experiment Station, which in a 
clear, concise manner tells exactly 
what to do to wipe out the disease. 
We would suggest that this letter be 
preserved for future reference: 

“The writer’s treatment for infec- 
tious abortion in cows as administered 
at present consists in giving each cow 
a heaping teaspoonful or more of medi- 
cinal methylene blue, on silage, once 
a day for four or five weeks. 

“After calving, the treatment is re- 
sumed for a few days and within a 
few hours after freshening, preferably 
immediately after expulsion of the 
afterbirth, the cow’s uterus is washed 
out with a methylene blue solution, 
consisting of a heaping teaspoonful of 
the blue and an ounce of table-salt to 
the gallon of boiling water. The solu- 
tion is cooled to about 105 degrees F., 
and strict aseptic precautions are ob- 
served in its introduction into the 
cow’s uterus (womb). 

“The stables are thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected and the disinfection is 
repeated after each occurrence of 
abortion therein. The calving pen is 
cleaned and sprayed with mercuric 
chloride (corrosive sublimate) solu- 
tion, each time after occupation, and 
on the return of each fresh cow to her 
stanchion, the platform and trench 











behind her are sprinkled daily with 
1 to 1000 mercuric chloride (corrosive 
sublimate) solution for at least ten 
days. 

“The afterbirth is burned or deeply 
puried and the calf and soiled. hind 
parts of the cow are carefully sponged 
with warm, one per cent lysol solution. 

“The sheath of the bull is washed 
with one per cent lysol solution, and 
either this or the above described 
methylene blue solution is injected in- 
to it. 

“In herds which have been subject- 
ed to the complement fixation and ag- 
glutination tests, only those animals 
giving reactions to the same are 
treated; otherwise every cow in the 
infected herd is given full treatment.”
